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FINANCIAL NOTES 
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Oil 


Owing to the war, it is increasingly difficult 


to obtam details of crude oil production, but 
from present indications there was an in- 
crease in world output in the first eleven 
months of last year. The improvement, accord- 
ing to World Petroleum,” was particularly 
marked in the United States, and other coun- 
tries in which the yield was larger included 
Russia, Iran, Mexico, Trinidad and Egypt. 
On the other hand, it is estimated that out- 
put was lower in Venezuela, Rumania, Suma- 
tra and Iraq. 

The United States continues to lead in the 
matter of production by a considerable margin 
over others, and, in fact, was responsible for 
62.7 per cent. of the world total in the first 
eleven months of 1939. Output in the United 
States in the period was 1, 462, 000 barrels, 
against 1,149,444,000 barrels, an increase of 
95,018,000 barrels, or 8.3 per cent. Next in 
importance comes Russia, output of crude oil 
in which country represented 10.14 per cent. 
of the world total. Production is estimated 
at 201,160,000 barrels, a rise of 2,840,000 
barrels, or 1.43 per cent. Output in Venezuela 
in the eleven months amounted approximately 
to 172,651,000 barrels, a decrease of 17,102,000 
barrels, or 9 per cent. 


Mexican Position hoe 
Mexico, once the second largest producer, 
now occupies the seventh position. ‘Since the 
expropriation of foreign-owned properties in 
March, 1938, output = fallen, and it may 
be assumed that the decline is attributable to 
less successful operation of.the properties by 
the Mexican Government than by private 
enterprise. It is said that the new Camacho 
Government is showing itself more favourable 
towards the companies, and the outlook for a 
settlement of the long-drawn-out dispute is 
more promising than for some considerable 
time past. It is even thought possible that 


the properties may be returned to the former | 


owners. Production in Mexico in the eleven 
months totalled 36,875,000 barrels, against 
35,928,000 barrels in the 1939 period, an in- 
crease of 947,000 barrels, or 2.63 per cent. 
Mexico is responsible for 1.86 per cent. of the 
world total. 


Irish Railway Market 


If the weckly traffics of the Irish railway 
companies can continue to make headway 
during the coming months at the same rate 
as recorded during the first weeks of the 
year this section should attract much more 
attention on the Dublin Stock Exchange. The 
Great Northern’s traffic for two months of 
the year show an increase of £56,050, as 
compared with an increase of £186,148 for the 
whole of 1940, Last year this company paid 
one year’s dividend on the Guaranteed stock 
up to 31st December, 1938. This stock is 
now around 40, and carries two years’ arrears 
of dividends, As a lock-up holding it cer- 
tainly merits attention. The Debenture stock 
at 53, gives the high - yield of £7 10s. 7d. per 
cent. 

In the case of the Great Southern the 
traffics to date show an increase of £106, 
whereas for the whole of 1940 the increase 
was only £92,940. The report for the year 
1940 showed a Joss of £44,761, and thus it 
will be seen that a lot of leeway has yet to 
be made up. There are three years’ arrears 
of dividend on the Guaranteed stock, which 
stands at 22, 

Both companies are faced with great diffi- 
culties, chief of which will be the securing of 
adequate supplies of fuel during the coming 
months. Again, the increased costs of coal, 
oil, ete., will make an inroad into profits. 
On the whole, however, the outlook appears 
much brighter.

Senator CROSBIE hoped the Minister 
would use his influence with the Minister for 
Justice and the Minister for Local Govern- 
ment, and get their consent to legislation 
which would consolidate the existing Acts.

Senator W. CUMMINS said that the one 
great blot in the bill was that the work of 
the teachers in these institutions was not paid 
for by the Department of Education. 


MONEY WASTED 

Senator S. CAMPBELI said that so far as 
the proposals in the bill were concerned they 
sol gi some improvement on the present 
situation, but the failure of the Minister to 
adopt some of the recommendations of the 
Commission of 1934 was disappointing. The 
money which was being spent on those 
schools was to a great extent wasted, because 
of the failure to provide the children after 
leaving the schools with suitable employment. 

Mr. DERRIG, replying, said that Senators 
who had pressed for a codification of the law 
appeared to realise that the present time was 
not opportune for new legislation. He did 
not see how they could defend the transfer 
to the State of the financial responsibility for 
those schools. The problem of the-defective 
child was not one with which the Department 
of Education was directly concerned. It was 
rather a matter for the School Medical 
Service. At present an investigation was 
being conducted into the ‘‘defective” or 
„ problem child by the Department of Local 
Government and Public Health. Medical in- 
spection was carried on from time to time in 
the industrial schools, and each school had its 
own medical officer. In certain cases we 
could be taken on medical grounds for the 
release of the child. 


TEACHERS PRAISED 

The Christian Brothers and nuns in charge 
of the schools had long experience of handling 
children, and he did not think that there 
was need for pyschological treatment. The 
suggestion that a stigma attached to former 
indstrial schoolboys was exaggerated. About 
40 per cent. of the parents raised no cbjec- 
tion to their children going to those schools, 
and the boys had found employment in 
various occupations, which showed that a 
tremendous amount of work was being done 
in these schools to place the boys in suitable 
employment., This employment was a result 
of personal initiative, representation and con- 
tacts of the managers of these schools, and 
it was a high tribute to them that they had 
been able to ES go many boys. The diffi- 
culty in Dublin was to get over the trades 
union regulations.

Senator J. G. DOUGLAS moved that a 
select committee, consisting of seven senators, 
to be nominated by the Committee of Selec:

had been supplied with sufficient boots, and 
the sizes of the boots supplied did not corre- 
spond to the size requirements, In one area 

wardens had not received boots. Many 
posts had not yet been supplied with stirrup 
pumps. Several areas had sectors with no 
accommodation for warden’s posts, although 
the Parliamentary Secretary had promised 
that after these sectors had been inspected 
he would provide the accommodation 
if he considered such posts necessary. 
A one-piece uniform was supplied instead of 
the two-piece uniform agreed upon, and 
badges of rank which were agreed on had 
been vetoed and others substituted. The 
marks of rank agreed on were similar, though 
not identical, to those in use in A. R. P. in 


England. 
REFUND DELAYS 

There was considerable dissatisfaction at the 
unaccountable delay in refunding wardens for 
expenditure incurred by them. Hach area 
was owed sums varying from £12 to £27. The 
amount of money they were paying out came 
to less than £2 a week for running an area of 


an area warden that he had been unable to 
obtain any petrol mp for the warden 
service, although the chief warden had applied 
for eight gallons a month for the area wardens 
and six gallons for the group wardens. 

The distribution of respirators was com- 
pletely held up in three areas as there was 
no small-size respirators ‘available, 

Many unemployed persons had been told 
that if they did not join the Construction 
Corps and leave the warden service unemploy- 
ment assistance would cease, and in a number 
of cases wardens who did not join the Corps 
had actually had payments stopped.

A NATIONAL REGISTER 

Senator M. HAYES moved that, a national 
register of consumers be prepared, with a 
view to the immediate rationing of certain 
essential commodities. The object of the 
motion, he said, was to ensure that whatever 
commodities were available would be 
equitably distributed. 

At a meeting of the Dail on January 16 
the Minister for Supplies took an optimistic 
view of the supplies position, but in less 
than a week An Taoiseach said that the tea 
position had changed.

MINISTER EXPLAINS 
Mr. LEMASS (Minister for Supplies) said 


that if the Senator had read his speeches 


carefully he would have seen that he 
(speaker) had never failed to avail himself 
of any opportunity, in speaking on matters 
relating to supplies, to warn the public that, 


no matter how satisfactory the position in 


relation to particular commodities wag at a 
certain time, that situation inevitably would 
change, and that they could not foretell 
what the future would hold. 

In relation to essential commodities this 
country had entered the war period better 
e gi than many European countries, and 
etter prepared even than Great Britain in 
respect of cértain commodities. The fact 
that the country had gone through eighteen 
months of war without any serious conse- 
quences was a testimony to the efficiency of 
the work done by the Emergency Supplies 
Branch of the Department of Industry and 
Commerce in pre-war years. It was true that 
when the Dail met last January he had said 
that there was no shortage of tea. He did 
not make that statement with the object of 
promoting a false impression. Before he had 
gone to the Dail he had got into contact 
with the Government Department in England 
which controlled the allocation of tea supplies 
to this country. He had been informed by 
them that there was no change in the posi- 
tion relating to their tea supplies, and that 
they would receive the same periodic alloca- 
tion as before. That was to say that they 
were to receive the same quantities of tea 
as those imported by them in pre-war years. 


A DEAL WITH BRITAIN 

They had arranged with the responsible 
authorities in England that they would 
undertake to supply, their whole requirements 
while this country would not compete with 
them in the countries of origin or in shipping 
space, Until the day the Dail met they 
were receiving, and expecting to continue 
to receive, thei: full normal imports of tea, 
based on their imports over an agreed period 
before the war. Moreover, officials of his 
Department had . met, the Tea Importers’ 
Association here, representing 85 per cent. 
of the tea importers, and they had stated 
their view of the position, based on existing 
stocks. They sé g expressed the view that 
the stocks were adeguate to maintain normal 
supplies to retailers, and that, there was no 
need to cohsider the introduction of 
rationing. 9 

Shortly afterwards a communication was 
received from the tea trade that in conse- 
quence of the losses at sea and the destruction 
of tea stocks in Britain the allocation of tea 
would be reduced. It was accordingly decided 
to introduce a rationing scheme, not because 
there was any disappearance of stocks, but 
because it was known that there was going 
to be less than normal supplies in future. 
The introduction of rationing involved con- 
siderable organisation. During the Great War 
tea supplies were restricted, é, 


COAL SUPPLIES 

Mr. Lemass said that it was necessary to 
maintain coal supplies to industrial concerns, 
which would * have to close, and 
for that purpose restrictions had been placed 
on the sales to householders, Arrangements 
had been made, so far as the City of Dublin 
was concerned, that all bellmen and small 
coal traders would get their full normal 
supplies of coal. The arrangement would 


ensure that the traders would get coal of the 


best product that could be imported, They 
were only getting restricted quantities of 
high-grade coal, and they were now required 
to take quantities of low volatile coal as well.

Was set up under Government auspices a 
company charged with the purchasing of coal 
for reserve purposes. That coal would not 
be releasea until a very definite emergency 
had arisen. In their present circumstances

method ot controlling supplies. 


There was mer than sufficient of their 


own requirements so far as meat, milk, 
poultry, eggs. bacon cnd other foods of that 
nature were concerned and there was no 
need for rationing. General rationing in 
other countries had been done for reasons 
which included the release of men for mili- 
tary objects, and which did not apply to this 
country at all. The rationing of flour and 
bread here would adversely affect poor people, 


ecause they used bread to a greater extent 
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in their diet than did well-off people, With 
t to flour, he said it was necessary to 
the available stock of wheat last until 
the end of September. It was necessary that 
they should take measures now to economise 
in the use of flour. 
in eliminating waste, and i 
duce the total consumption of flour and 
bread throughout the country, 
achieve the end at which they aimed. 


A GOOD SYSTEM 


They had asked for the co-operation of 
hotel and restaurant proprietors to economise 
in the use of bread without result, and it 
might be necessary to compel them to do so,

That fact indicated that the failure to import 
the full quantity of coal was not due to any 
decision on the part of the British Ministry 
of Mines to prevent them getting coal, but 
was due to accidental difficulties, and the 
position was likely to improve, especially 
during th summer months. If it did improve 
they might be able to relax the present 
restrictions. 

In reply to Senator Hayes, the MINISTER 
said that the ten shillings licence fee for tea 
retailers was designed to prevent purely 
frivolous Énna and would not, have to 
be renewed, 

In reply to Senator O'Callaghan, the 
MINIS said that there was no hope 
whatever of obtaining further imports of 
artificial manures. 

The debate had not concluded when the 
House adjourned until next Wednesday.

The British Navy 


From all the welter of rumour and 
speculation regarding the form that will 
be taken by. Germany’s spring offensive 
against Great Britain, only one fact 
emerges. In the course of his recent 
speech in the Munich Hofbrduhaus, Herr 
Hitler announced that the war at sea was 
about to be intensified. He told his 
audience that during the winter months 
the German nayal authorities had been 
training U-boat crews for service against 
British shipping; that large numbers of 
new submarines would be ready in the 
near future, and that the next few months 
would see a campaign of unparalleled 
violence in the Atlantic Ocean. Speaking 
in the British House of Commons yester- 
day, Mr. A. V. Alexander, First Lord of 
the Admiralty, did much to reassure public 
opinion in Great Britain. “Whether or not 
the Germans decide to attempt an invasion 
of Great Britain, they certainly. will 
increase their attacks on British shipping. 
They have a formidable force of submarines 
at their disposal. Since the outbreak of 
war they have been building under-sea 
craft of all types—particularly small 
vessels—and, according to their own 
spokesmen, a new technique, known as the 
*‘ wolf-pack’’ system, has been perfected. 
Apparently the new submarines will hunt 
in packs, and will attack British convoys 
in strength, hoping by sheer weight of 
numbers to defy the naval escorts which 
proved to be so effective during the last 
war, and have been doing such remarkable 
work since the beginning of the present 
campaign. These submarines will be sup- 
ported by dive-bom bing aircraft, based on 
the European coast from Narvik to 
Biarritz, while surface raiders, including 
„pocket battleships, will harass the 
British trade routes across the Atlantie. 
The outlook, from the British people's 
point of view, is not particularly cheerful. 
Great Britain depends for her food 
supplies almost exclusively on sea-borne 
trade. If her population is to survive, 
the trade routes must be kept open, not 


kinds, but also for the ‘import of war 
material from the United States. The 
First Lord told the House of Commons 
that shipping losses already had been 
heavy. Up to May, 1940, the average 
weekly sinkings had amounted to some 
40,000 tons. For seven months thereafter 
the average had risen to 90,000 tons; but 
for the last eleven weeks it had fallen to 
51,000 tons. These losses are sufficiently 
serious; but Mr. Alexander pointed out 
that the battle of the Atlantic was only 
about to begin, and that the British people 
must be prepared to receive ‘‘ grievous 
blows.’’ There are huge stocks of food- 
stuffs in Great Britain. In spite of the 
| heavy sinkings, as many as fifteen hundred 
cargo ships have been arriving in British 
ports every week since the war began ; and 
tonnage has been produced at such a rapid 
rate that the British mercantile marine at 
the moment is substantially larger than it 
was when the war broke out. Doubtless, 
the rate of sinkings will be increased con- 
siderably during the coming months, and 
the people of Great Britain may be 
required to undergo severe privations. On 
the other hand, Mr. Alexander expressed 
his full confidence in the Navy's ability to 
cope with all emergencies, and every- 
thing will depend on the extent to which 
his confidence js justified. 

The importance of sea-power in a war 
between two great Empires hardly can be 
exaggerated Great Britain's preponder- 
ance at sea proved to be decisive twenty- 
three years ago; and, although the science 
| of serial warfere has been developed 
enormotsly in the meanwhile,’ there is no 
reason to believe that sca-power is any 
less important now than it was then. Great 
Britain started the present war with a 
powerful advantage at sea. According to 
Mr. Alexander, the great body, ot the fleet, 
as it existed in September, 1930, remains 
intact. Substantial reinforcements have 
been added; and it is fairly safe to say 
that the British Navy at the moment is by 
far the most formidable force that the 
world ever has seen, Of course, its task 
truly stupendous. If its only duty were 
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force of Italian sea-power. 
far from its home bases, the British fleet 
in the Mediterranean has been forced to. 
transport and. supply General: Wavell’s 
army in North Africa. It has brought 
supplies to the Greeks, and has protected | 
the Suez Canal. At tho same time, units 
of the British Navy have been active in 
the Far East; Singapore at the moment 
is one of the strongest naval bases in the 
world, In the Red Sea and the Indian 
Ocean; in Oceania and the South Atlantic 
the British fleet has becn keeping a. 
constant vigil, while every hour of every 
day its escorts are protecting merchant 
shipping in the North Atlantic. Naturally, 
there have been losses; but, in all the 
circumstances, those losses have nc been 
so great as might have been anticipated. 
Mr. Alexander declared yesterday that the 
number of ships in most classes—par- 
ticularly in the destroyer class—was 
greater to-day than it had been at any 
time since the outbreak of war. Now the 
testing time is at hand. The Germans are 
good sailors. They have the advantage 
that they can concentrato all their efforts 
on one theatre of war, whereas the 
British, for the protection of their im- 
perial interests, must spread their navy 
over the seven seas. Herr Hitler realises 
that he either must smash the British 
Empire's world-power before the end „f 
the present year or abandon all hope of 
ultimate victory. As the year advances 
help from tho United States of America 
will continue to increase in geometrical 
progression. The British blockado of the 
Continent of Europe will tighten its 
stranglehold slowly, but relentlessly. The 
dangers of a two-front war will continue 
to increase. There scarcely is any doubt 
that during the coming months the war 
at sea will achieve an intensity that will 
stagger the imagination. The British 
Empire is approaching the supreme crisis 
of its history.

CONCLUDING HERMIONE 
LECTURE - 


Professor Ignacio Gonzalez Llubera, Pro- 
fessor of Spanish in Queen's University, 
Belfast, yesterday gave his final Hermione 
Lecture at Alexandra College, Dublin, on 
Islamic Architecture in Spain. He spoke of 
the influence of the Moorish civilisation. an 
Christian art and architecture in the Spain 
of the Middle Ages. After the Moors were 
finally driven out of the peninsula the 
Spaniards set about the building of Christian 
churchés in that part of the country which 
had been for centuries under Moslem domina- 
tion, and as the population were not wealthy 
enough to procure the services of any of 
the great architects then flourishing in 
France, they turned to their Moorish neigh- 
bours, who not only were easy to pay, but 
were great craftsmen in their own style. 

The result, said the lecturer, was that for 
many years after the reconquest of Spanish 
territory Islamic civilisation continued to 
imprint itself and its peculiar personality on 
the land. There was a period of synthesis, 
in which the elements of Islam were being 
translated with great skill into a European 
form of architecture. The style appealed to 
the ple, and even Christian designers and 
builders, for at least several generations after 
the departure of the Moors, continued to 
create cathedrals, abbeys, palaces and private 
houses that were a beautiful blending of both 
Moslem and European art, In Southern Spain 
at that time there wag an overlapping of 
the two civilisations—Christian and Islamic— 
which was reflected in the curious title 
adopted by Alphonso VI.—“ Emperor of the 
Two Faiths.” ' 

It must be remembered, said Professor 
Llubera, that the Islamic trend of mind left 
very deep roots in Spain, roots which are 
alive even to-day, and this fact explained 
why in so many ways mdst European visitors 
felt something e foreign in the pro- 
vinces of the South. e people there were 
ust as much at home across the straits in 

rocco as many Moroccans felt at home in 
Spain. This was betrayed, too, in their art.“

But never was there an Irish cricketer who 
went anywhere near approaching the record 
with bat and ball which Mr. Lambert built 
up during his torty-two or three seasons of 
intense activity with the Leinster Club and 
Irish representative cricket. 


At 15 Years of Age 


A son of the late Mr. T. D. Lambert, 
M.R.C.V.8., of Dublin, who had a leading 
es in the foundation of the Roya 

eterinary College of Ireland, Bob was 
educated at Rathmines School, Wesley 
College, Dublin; St. John’s College, Grim- 
sargh, Preston, and Edinburgh College. At 
the age of fifteen he played in his first match 
for Leinster against Laytown Visitors, and 
scored 89 not out, a performance that was 
commented on by the /rish Times cricket 
reporter as follows:—‘‘ Master Lambert is, 
perhaps, the best juvenile seen in this 
country. for years. Incidentally, the 
members of the team presented him with a 
-bat as a memento of his auspicious début as 
& senior player. 

Thus was laid the foundation of a career 
that was to become one of the most remark- 
able in the annals of amateur cricket in this 
or any other country. In his seventeenth 
year “Bob” was chosen to play for the 
Sjentlemen of Ireland against I Zingari, and 
from that onward, if available, until his 
retirement he was never out of an Irish 
representative team. . Races 

ot many of hig admirers are aware that, 
in addition to being a most brilliant batsman 
and bowler, he also was an adept at Rugby 
and badminton. During his sojourn at Edin- 
burgh he played three-quarter back for St. 
George’s F.C. with none other than the great 
Louis Magee behind him. More than once 
he was a contender for the Irish Close Bad- 
minton Championship (he was the first 
holder of the Close title), played in the inter- 
nationals, and for Leinster against’ Ulster in 


the interprovincials. 


Double Thousands 


But I had better keep to Bob's cricket 
2 the most remarkable of which were 
achieved in the nineties and in 1906, when 
he three times exceeded two thousand runs 
and thrice captured more than two hundred 
wickets.

Hamilton scuttled out the English team for 
88 and 162, Hamilton taking six wickets in 
the first innings for 36 and Lambert three for 
45; in the visitors’ second venture “ Bob” 
had six for 44 and Hamilton four for 92. 

He was at the top of his form with the ball 
in the season 1896. Playing for Leinster in 
the Interprovincial at Ormeau, Belfast, he 
had fifteen wickets for 62, and in August of 
the same season against I. Zingari his 
victims numbered seven at a cost of 40; but 
his most astonishing feat with the ball: was 
in the match against Scotland in the College 
Park in 1910, which the Irishmen won 5 
208 runs.

Dublin) asked the Minister for Supplies 

in the Dail yesterday whether he was 
aware that workers in the City of Dublin, 
depending on bellmen distributors of coal, 
were still not able to get their al 
guantities of coal, were unable to use the 
quantity of slack that was included, and 
were not able to obtain turf, and if the 
Minister would receive a deputation of repre- 
sentatives of the bellmen for the purpose of 
discussing and removing the causes of this 
unsatisfactory state of affairs, 

Mr. LEMASS said that he was not aware 
of the position stated in the first part of the 
question. Arrangements had now been made 
by his Department with the Dublin coal 
merchants to ensure adequate supplies of coal 
and turf for the classes of the com- 


‘munity in Dublin who normally purchase 


their coal from Dublin bellmen or hucksters. 
The arrangements were calculated to give 
these consumers first preference, both in 
regard to quantity and quality, and to main- 
tain prices at the lowest possible level. 
While every effort was being made, and 
would be made, to have coal of a suitable 
uality supplied to bellmen, the efforts of the 
— — in that respect must be governed 
by the type of coal available. A deputation 
from bellmen was received in his Department 
a few weeks ago, when the difficulties 
experienced by these traders were fully dis- 
cussed. Since then no complaints had been 
received in his Department nor any request 
to receive a further deputation, as 
General MULCAHY asked was the Minister 
aware that the coal allowed to bellmen was 
of inferior quality. : 

Mr. LEMASS said that he was aware of 
the quantity.
